Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon moved an amend- 
ment to insert in Clause 1, after the words, 
“Saorstat Éirinn,” the words, “against any 
person.” He said that a Petition of Right 
was a claim against the King, personally, for 
compensation for property taken in the name 
of the Crown, as such, for the Defence of the 
Realm and’ a later clause in thet bill, it was

THE DEFECT. 


"There was no doubt whatever that, if the 
bill passed in its present form, no Petition of 
Right would lie for compensetion for propert 
taken in the public defence, or ,in the words 
of the last line of the clause, “ for the publie 
safety and otherwise in the public interest. 

‘They were told when the bill was intro- 
duced that it would ly only to those ser- 
vents of the Crown, k s Á or civilian, who, 
1 the course of what was called “ the recent 
conflict with the British Government,” had 
pérformed their duty, or exceeded the i uly, 
eid hy such performance hecame liable, {or 
pérsouel actions against themselves. 

‘He did not think that there was any in- 

tion that the public funds of the bá 
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knowledge, property had been taken, ‘not for 
the purposes ef that recent contiict, but for 
the Kutopean War. lt was common knowledge 
that property was taken in many parts of 
Ireland, and, to his own knowledge, par- 
ticulariye in the neighbourhood of Cork, for 
American aerodromes, American hospitals, 
and American naval services, tO be used by 
the American soldiers to make provision for 
the forces that the United States sent over 
later in the war. 

In many cases claims for compensation were 
still pending, and no compensation had been 
given. 

Until rtecently; the view of the British 
Government was that those claims could only 
be permitted before a tribunal that it had 
set up called the War Claims Compensation 
Committee, or something of that sort. That 
Committee awarded compensation 4s .a 
gratuity, and as a gratuity only.

THE PRESIDENT. 

The President said that he was prepared to 
azree to substitute the word “ maintenance ' 
for jhe word “defence,” but he would have 
to ask the House fer time to consider the 
other two amendments, dealing with Clause 
1 of the till, “to insert after the words 
‘Saorstat Kireann’ the words ‘against any 
person,’”’ in line 13; and in lines ól and 32, 
‘to delete the last paragraph commeneing with 
the words “or for the public saíety. - 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that he did net want 
to press this amendment in any way that 
vould embarass the Government. He knew 
that the bill, naturally, had been prepared 
with speed, and certain negotiations must 
go on in connection with it, but he had spoken 
on the amendment in order to brin Ea 
the Government the very great importance oí 
the. matter. 

Mr. Johnson (Labour, Dublin County) asked 
would it not be better to adjourn the dis- 
cussion on the. Committee stage until the 
Government, had had time to consider these 
matfers? 

The President said that it would seem to 
be necessary to postpone the Committee stage. 
The object was that the bill should pass 
through all ite stages on Wednesday next, and 
a posuponemerit ot the Committee stage would 
allow a free discussion in the Dail when the 
bill came before it on Wednesday. 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that we would like to 
hand in a further amendment, which he had 
in lieu of his amendment to Clause ó, and 
which he had intended to move in Committee, 
to provide that a petition of right shal] not 
be deemed to be a legal proceeding. He 
handed in the amendment. 

Mr, Johnson (Labour, Dublin County), re- 
ferring to the title, cited in Clause 6 ag the 
Indemnity (British Military) Act, 1923, sug- 
gested that it might be unwise to confine the 
title to British military.

AUDITOR-GENERAL, 
HIS POWERS AND DUTIES. 


President Cosgrave formally moved the 
second stage of the Appointment ef Comptrol- 
ler and Auditer-Genera! Bill. It was, he said, 
devised to carry out the articles of the Con- 
stitution dealing with that office, the mmport- 
ance of which would be appreciated by every 
member of the Dail. 

(A summary of the bill was published in 
yesterday 's Irish Times). 

Mr. Hogan seconded, and the stage was 
passed. 

The House then took the Committee stage 
of the bill. 

The majority of the cleuses caused no dis- 
cussion. 

The Minister for Local Government 
proposed that Clause ó, Section I, 
stand part of the bill as follows :— 

3.—(1) The Comptroller and Auditor-Gene 
ral shal! retire from. office upon his attaining 
the age of seventy years, and shall not be 
removed from hig office before he shall have 
attained that age except by the Oireachtas 
upon resolutior passed by Dail Eireann and 
Seanad Eireann, respectively, and then only 
for misbehaviour or incapacity, to be expressly 
stated in such resolution. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson (County Dublin) said 
he thought the word should not be “ resolu- 
tion,” but “ resolutions. 

Mr. FitzGibbon (Dublin University) sug- 
gested the introduction of the word “ iden- 
tical” before * resolution,’’ so as to avoid 
the possibility of the two Houses acting 
independently. 

The President said that throughout the 
country cases were very rare of public hodier 
dealing unjustly with officials. It was ex- 
ceedingly unlikely and improbable that an 
officer holding such a responsible position as 
that of Comptroller and Auditor-General 
wonld be dealt with unfairly. 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that if a charge of 
misbehaviour or incapacity were brought 
forward it would be open to anybody to 
bring up the matter in that House, which 
would have no hésitation in appointing a 
Cor mittee to inquire into and report upon it.

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NEW LAND. BIL. 
CONGESTED DISTRICTS. 

The Honse then resumed the debate on 
amendment to the Address of Mr. William 
Sears (Mayo) regretting that iy it Bo imaica- 
Lion afiorded of the scope of the Land 
Bill. the necessity of which had been so fre 
quently expressed by the Government, 

Mr. Bears said that in this Land Bill the 
Dail would eommence iig veal work oí legis: 
lation, and he theught that it was very [iting 
that its first work should commence with the 
land, as it was most urgent. The land 
struggie in Ireland was brought to a conelu 
sion by @ great nationa) pact, ghielly the work 
of Mr. W. O'Brien and Lord Dunraven, and 
the Land Conference secured the Land Act of 
1yud. 

Most of the iandiords availed themselves of 
it, because it was good business, and some 
because it was a p3triotic thing to do, as 
there wis a great desire for teconciliation at 
the time. But the “ dis-hafd” geetion, who 
did not care a straw for patrigtic motives, re- 
fused to sell their estates, and hence they had 
this legacy from war days to deal with, 

These men had infli¢ted a grievous wrong 
upon their tenants. He was sure that the 
Minister of Agriculture, when he brought in 
his Land Bill, would attempt to keep the 
spirit of conciliation and reform alive, and if 
anyone fell short, he hoped that it would not 
be the tenants. 

He would put it te the Minister of Agricul- 
ture to consider the tenants first in hie bill 
and the landlords second, because if they lost 
by not throwing in their lot with the land- 
lords who bad accepted purchase there should 
be na nity íor them. 

In the Governor-General’s Address the bill 
was rightly described as a bill of great 
national importarice, and for that reason they 
shonld have some details about it. There 
were thousands of tenants anxiously awaiting 
the measure, and the Minister ought .to do 
something to allay their anxiety about it. 

He hoped that in the purchase of the small 
farms o Connaught under the measure the 
present state of affairs in the congested dis- 
tricts would not be crystallised. (Hear, 


hear.) 
POVERTY — LINE. 

Not one-sixth of the people of the congested 
districts were above the poverty siine, and 
there were a million people in those districts 
He urged the Minister of Agriculture to have 
the courage to tackle this question. as it ought 
to be tackled.. Up to this the question had 
been tackled in a foreign Parliament. The 
question would have to be dealt with by a 
strong Government, and could not be dealt 
with unless law and order was established in 
this country. 

If this question was tackled in a thoroughly 
drastic manner it would mean a reversal of 
Cromwell’s poliey, which drove these people 
into the land: of Connaught; and the landlord 
poli-y,. which eqbepgnently drove them from 
the good lands to the bleak mountain -sides. 
These people were the old stuck of the Lrish 
race which kept the language alive. 

He also. asked that some provision should 
be made fo: the landless men. The Govern 
ment ought to be prepared to go some length 
to settle these men. They were men with a 
technical. knowledge of farming, and many of 
them hed fought for Ireland in the recent 
war with England 

Mr. J. McBride (Mayo). seconded, and urged 
the case of the small farmers. What was 
wanted was extension of the powers contained 
in the Land Act. 


HOLDINGS TOO SMALL. 

Mr. O'Connell! said that the kernel of: the 
difficulty in the West was that the holdings— 
the amount of land which a person held—were 
not sufficient to provide the tenant, ór the in. 
dividual with such. an ,income, either in cash 
or kind, as would enable him to live im frugal 
comfort and rear his family in degency. 

The difficulty lay in getting people in these 
holdings: to emigrate to the big grazing 
ranches whieh were available. He «bought 
that in any scheme which was brought forward 
these people should have opportunities 
afforded them of instruction as to the best 
methods of using the new holdings which they 
would be given. 

Hitherto migration schemes moved some 
people out of a district, and left the land 
thus vacated to the few who remained behind, 
which was often not worth, or capablegof, 
cultivation. 3s 

Mr. Doyle (Farmers’ Party, Wexford), while 
sympathising with the previous three 
peakers, said that he believed there were 
arge difficulties confronting other unpur- 
chased tenants in all the other provinces of 
ireland. He regretted to say that in his own 
county half the hold were under £10 
valuation. He urged that the measure should 
be put through at the earliest possible 
moment. ig

They would face it as one of the biggest and 
most urgent problema—if they liked, the 
biggest and most urgent problem—but, at the 
same time, they should remember that there 
wefe also other problems on which the nation’s 
energy and montiey must be spertt. 

Luckily, this was not one of those questiong 
p that. hed come down .to them efitirely 
ueglected. He thought it would be generally 
admitted that the attempt to solve thé land 

toblent, which bégari with the Land Act of 

905, was 4 bold and, for the time, a states- 
manlike one, and, further, that it sneceeded 
marvellously to a point. It broke down, how- 
ever, and before aeputies could helpfully dis- 
cuss future schemes of land purchase, they 
must elearly understand the reason for the 
breakdown of previous schemes. 

The Land Act of 1903 broke down becatse 
finat broke down, and because the 
attempt to prop up its finances, made by the 
Land Act of 1909, failed. One example would 
explain that, he thought, fairly clearly. 

Lwo and three-quarter Lama Stoce under 
the 1903 Act stood at 58 per cent. Take it, 
for simplicity sake, as 60, and suppositig á 
holding was purchased for £1,200, it would 
he necessary to. issue £2,000 worth of stock 
to find that £1,200. ‘The tenant or the pur 
chaser paid interest and sinking fund on 
£1,200 stock, and the interest and sinking 
fund ag the £800 was found by taxation. 
That made land purchase an utterly un- 
ecouomic proposal. 


1905 ACT, 

The Land Act of 1:09 was passed with the 
idea « remedying that particular defect, Fhe 
interest was increaséd from 28 to 3 per cent., 
but it failed entirely in its purpose. Land 
stock gradually declined, and the European 
War put the finishing touch to the collapse.

Small iarmers, mail !

But there was 
another efiect where tere was a large fer- 
centage of smali farmers, They. were ‘ery 
likely to evlour the outlook of a whole nation 
and make it appear that of the unenlighteaed 
individuals H they were to obviate that it 
must be done outside the Land Act, and this 
was not the time to discuss it. 

Mr. D. J. Gorey (Farmers’ Party, Kilkeany) 
said that he was very pleased and grateful for 
the statement that had been made, Lack ol 
compulsion had made many Land «cts 
failures. The plight of the purchasing tenaat 
to-day and for the next 30 or 40 years vould 
be very different to what it was in 1918. 

They had to view this question in the light 
of decreased agricul ural production and tie 
precarious outlook at the moment. A good 
deal of the drafting of previous Acts had been 
done by lawyers, with the pesuli that +f was 
to the benefit of the lawyers, The amcunt of 
“fat” that had been accumulated by them 
ag @ consequence would, he believed, go very 
far towards purchasing out the rest of the 
tenants. (Laughter.) 

The proving of titles had cost landlords 

metimes two or three years’ rent to hand 
yer their estates. They wanted the one 
to be able to purchase land by annuities that 
would not mean the ruin pf their people. 
Circumstances had arisen in the last, few 
years, and they had held themselves ‘aloof 
from being responsible for those conditions.

They did hot want the State mulcted, but 
wanted the burden to be ‘ otme by both land- 
lord and .tenant, in view of the new con:

He admired what the Minister had said 
about the breaking tip of.ranches, and that 
this was to be done by ordinary legal and 
well-regulated, methods.

Mr. Johnson (Dublin County) said. that 
had been wondering to what extent land pur- 
chase would affect these million people living 
holdings with valuations ranging from £5 
to £10.

The problem which’ the land purchase 
scheme was intended to solve was very much 
minimised as compared with the conditions in 
1915 and 1914.

Mr. Johnson said that.he would challenge 
anybody to controyvert his statement. An 
annual rental of £15 er £20 in 1913 had only 
half its effect upon rent-payer to-day, 
when prices had practically donbled, and he 
supposed that the: greater preportion af the 
tenants in congested areas had, as a matter of 
fact, purchased their holdings. 

The Minister had told them that it was 
their intention to purehase the ranches, and 
he supposed that Deputy ‘Whelehan would 
contend that it was part of the scheme to 
benefit the congests. Well, that would 
pend entirely upon the method of the distribu 
tion of. those ranciies 

Unless they did something else than land 
purchase they were not going to improve their 
condition very much.. They were going to 
promise the landlord a fair deal. He wondered

Concinding, Mr. Johnson said that large 
tracts of land should be worked in groups for 
co-operative benefit, to see how sucn a method 
would prevail over the sub-division of small 
holdings in a genera] economic scheme. The 
country required to encoufage different methods 
of cultivation, and they should yet look for- 
ward to the future of agricultural Ireland 
wholly and solely as a sysiem of small hold- 
ings. They should not let the mere problem 
of dividing the ranches over-ride every othet 
consideration. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. Hegan said that he agreed with the 
deputy that land purchase was not the solu- 
tion al] the economic difficulties of the 
country. They would have to realise that 
there were other ways of making a living even 
in Ireland than by the land. He agreed with 
Mr. Johnson furtber, that they were not going 
to solve,the problem entirely by land purchase, 
They would have to provide évery opportunity 
for the small holders that they found in Mayo 
and on the Western seaboard 

He never suggested that the landlords should 
get the land at their own prices. He made no 
reference to the price at which. the owner 
should sell or the tenant should buy, but ii 
anybody asked him now, ‘‘ Should the land-

ESCORT AMBUSHED. 
ONE SOLDIER KILLED; TWO 
WOUNDED. 

Five national soldiers were ambushed by 
armed mei yesterday morning in O’Connell 
street, Waterford. Volunteer C. Sweeney, 
aged 19, a native of Athy, was shot dead, 
and Volunteers M. Purcell, aged 21, of Fresh- 
ford, Kilkenny, and P. Campbell, aged 23, of 
Castliecomer, were wounded—Pureell in the 
right leg, and Campbell in the right buttock. 
Their assailants numbered. twelve or more 

men. 

the national soldiers formed an escort 
for Labour Exchange officials, who were 
bringing money from the Bank of Ireland for 
the payment of unemployment doles. The 
money had been brought to the Exchange, 
and the soldiers having completed their duty 
were descending the steps of the building 
when a shrill whistle sounded, and there were 
cries of ‘‘Hands np.” Two volleva of re- 
volver shots were then fired bv the attackers, 
who were stdtioned on the steps of the 
Exchange. It was during the discharge of 
these volleys that the casualties occurred, 
Volunteer Sweeney. being shot through the 
heart. 

So sudden was the attack that the troops 
had virtually no time to reply. The only 
resistance made was by Sweeney, from whose 
rifle one shot was discharged. - 

On the first sound of shots an Exchange 
official rushed to the cellar in the basement 
with the bag of money, which was untouched ; 
but money does not appear to have been the 
eolective of the attackers. 

There were few people on the streets at 
the time, and no casualties among civilians 
are reported. A number of the. unemploved 
who wefe on the steps of the Labour Ex- 
change had uarrow escapes. 

The great coat, tunic, and shirt of Volan- 
teer Wilson torn by a bullet, but He 
was unhurt. The few people who were m 
the streets were compelled to take cover in 
the nearest houses.

The failure of the Paris Conference raises 
@ number of very serious questions. What 
henceforth is to be the authority for the 
execution of the Peace Treaties’ Who 
to stand guard, against their infringement 
The Peace Treaties which are, so to speak, 
the Constitution of the new Europe. with its 
new arrangement of States, are-of a. highly 
complicated character. They inciude 
intricate provisions—ierritorma|!, financial, 
économic and legal. The authorities en- 
trusted with the execution and interpretation 
of the Treaties are, on the one hand, the 
Reparation Commission, and, on. the other, 
the Council of Ambassadors. What is to be 
the position of these organs in the near 
future? 

The failure of the Paris Conference means 
that neither the British plan nor the French 
plan for dealing with the problem of Ger- 
man. reparations has been sanctioned by the 
Allied Governments.

DIVORCE LAW REFORM.

NEW YORK, Friday. 

A nation-wide campaign to procure uni- 
formity of divorce and marriage laws tbrough- 
out the United States has begun this week 
under the auspices of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs of America. 
The Federation believes the laws governing 
domestic relations, as they now exist. are 
highly confusing and productive of immorality. 

In some States infidelity is the only cause 
of divorcee, and in others almost snvthing— 
including bad temper—may cause a divorce, 
while in North Carolina a divorce cannot be 
obtained for any cause at all. 

In thirty-five States there is no interdiction 
6{ marriage between the white, black, brown, 
yellow, or red races. 
In nineteen States there ia no prohibition 
of the marriage of the feeble-minded. There 
ate also thirteen thousand girls and sixteen 
hundred boys ‘in the United States of fifteen 
years of age who are legally married, and 
there are fifty thousand girls and three 
thousand boys of sixteen legally married,

At the annual meeting of the Cork Savings 
Bank yesterday, Bishop Dowse presiding, the 
report and statement, of accounts, showing 
6,024 depositors, having a total cash credit of 
£599,692 4s. 9d., was unanimously adopted.

The teaching of English in England was dis- 
cussed at the North of England Education 
Conference, Blackburn, vesterday. The opinion 
generally expressed on the subject was that 
the schools did not make it their business to 
see that pupils had a reasonable grasp of Eng- 
lish. This should be remedied. To some Enc- 
lish. -people. English was almost a foreign 
tongue. There should be organised English 
teaching. 

At the concluding session it was urged by 
Mr. Altham, of the English’ Historical Asso- 
ciation, that. grammar; as now- taught, should 
be abolished in favour of the teaching of Eng- 
lish on bumanistic lines. 

This view was met with the reply that there 
was room for both methods. 

On the subject of the relation of technical 
schools to. industry, it was contended that 
there was no fear of such schools flooding 
works and factories.

“You see, I am a pholisopher,”’ he says to 
me, and here for the first time I see the 
vanity of the man spread itself out and sun 
itself in the importance of the words. ‘I 
am a philosopher who think out my ideas for 
myself,’’ and then he describes his ideals. He 
soon shows himself to be no philosopher, his 
environment is a riddle to him for which he 
has only the vaguest glimmerings of a 
solution.

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MATTHEW ARNOLD. 
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AYTTHEW Arnold was born on Christ 
M mas Eve, 1822, at. Laleham. Staines, 
near Windsor. The son of Amold, of 
he was educated at Winchester, 
and Ballioh and Oriel Colleges, (x- 
ford. His life was simple and uneventtul. 
The one gift he inhérited from his sturdy 
father was a noble spirit of independeuce, 
coupled with a sane conception of moralit) 
nut as something terrible, but as. something 
desirable. In 1847 he became private secre- 
tary to Lord Macaulay’s patron, the Whig 
peer, Lord Lansdowne. It was an era of re- 
volutions. and Arneld, with his friend, Clougin. 
was much affected by the republicanism of 
the time, but his letters of the period show 
that he 
hm. « é. saw life steadily and saw it whole, ' 
for even then he was attemmpiimg to see the 
rights and wrongs of both sides. 

In 1848 his brother, Thomas, threw up an 
appointmert at the British Foreign Office 
on conscientious grounds, and exiled himself 
to Australia, whence he returned with a rigid 
Calvinist wife, and children vf no particular 
religious colour, himself a devout Catholic, 
professor of English at the Catholic Univer- 
sity, and a Fellow of the Royal University. 

But the We/tschmerz did not so completely 
overcome Matthew. In 1851 he married the 
daughter of Mr. Justice Wightman. ‘‘ Flu’s 
and mine,” he used to sav, ' was a real 
middle-class marriage.” Jn the same year he 
was appointed an inspector of schools, which 

sition he held until the vear 1886. He ie 

elieved to have had a hand in the framing 
of the Education Act of 1870, introduced by 
his brother-in-law, W. E. Forster (*‘‘ Buck- 
shot “). 

All his life a school inspector, he yet, iound 
time to write a good deal of poetry, which. 
from middle life onwards, was abandoned in 
favour of prose, and he paid several visits to 
the Continent to report on the educational 
systems of the different countries. From 1857- 
67 he held the Chair of Poetry at Oxford. 

As poet, educationalist and _ philosopher, 
Arnold has a niche all to himself. He was 
always the critic of the English nation. The 
barbarians, or upper classes, were told to get 
ideas; the Philistines, or middle classes, in 
Lord Haldane’s words. to “ educate, educate, 
educate.’" He was always dangling France, 
Greece and Germany before them as object« 
for emulation. The people looked upon him 
as a mad man, the journalists ignored him. 

Arnold’s religion was something very per- 
sonal, and he shocked the Church of England 
when he said that miracles could not happen, 
while the agnostics were disgusted when he 
suggested that ‘the Bible was literature, and 
was the only guide to a good and beautiful 
life. To-day his poetry is out of fashion ; 
why I do not know, for his ideas of metre 
were of the weirdest—‘' Heine's Grave,” 
‘*Balder Dead,” and Browning's favourite, 
‘* Empedocles on Etna,’’ are the earliest at- 
tempts at Vers Libre 1 know of. 

Perhaps we young ones are jealous of this 
predecessor, or mayhap it is because his 

try is so full of thought. We always find 
fault with the form. He certainly stands 
high among the elegiac poets, and as an ex- 

ition of his glorious conception of 

umaniam ‘‘The Scholar Gipsy.’’ coupled with 
his exquisite, almost Hellenic, threnody for 
his college friend, Arthur Hugh ‘Clough— 
whose poety he could not abide—"’ Thyrsis 
will hold a high place in the literature of 
England. á 

entle philosophy of Humanism per- 
i Arnold's works, even the most theo- 
logical of his excursions. It is not absent from 
his ‘‘Ttish Essays” “Mixed Essays, or 
“The Study of Celtic Literature,” in all of 
which he env his deep love for, sym- 
pathy with, the Irish people. Of course, he 
was not blind to our faults. A convinced 
believer in Liberalism, he was no believer in 
the \Liberal Party; hence people’s habit of 
looking on him as a pariah. Nonconformists 
he abominated, yet there was little love lost 


between the Charch of England and himself.

ONCERNING 
CROMLECHS. 


- 
- 


(BY VENCEDOR.) 


LL competent authorities now agree that 
the various rude structures scattered 


about Ireland, known as cromiéchs, 
are the graves of a primitive people, the 
earlier theory being that they were the re- 
mains of altars used by the Druids when 
sacrificing. For the aborigines of-this land 
were, indeed, more solicitous about the abodes 
of the dead than they were regarding their 
own dwellings, built, as these were, of wood, 
covered with turf and earth, and subject to 
decay. 

The ordinary cromlech consisted of three or 
moe unhewn stones, usually’ arranged so as 
to form an enclosure; a large stone was Jaid 
over these, a kind of vault being thus formed, 
in which was placed either an urn containing 
the ashes of the deceased person or else the 
actual body. 

The number of these sepulchral remains 
scaitered throughout the country: is» very 
great: in fact, the late Mr.. Borlase estimated 
their number at nine hundred. These: mega- 
lithe monuments are also distributed over 
large portions of the Continent and in parts 
of Asia and North Africa. In France, especi- 
ally in Brittany, they reached a high degree 
of perfection; England and Wales furnished 
many examples of the Celtic cromlechs; but, 
curiously enough, they are rarely, if ever, to 
be found in Scotland. i 


lrish Specimens. 


We ‘shall now refer more -specifically. to 
some interesting examples of these covered 
vaults. The largest of these cromlechs is in 
Kernanstcewn, about two miles north-east of 
Carlow. The magnificent granite -covering- 
stone, which is estimated to weigh 100 tons, 
is firmly secured by three upright stones -on 
the east. side. It makes an angle of thirty- 
five degrees with the bomzon. 

In the Dublin district are many fine 
examples of these cromlechs, which will well 
repay anyone who takes the trouble’ to: visit 
them. For instance, in 1838, while some 
workmen were employed in removing a large 
tumulus, a little to the west of the Royal 
Hibernian Military School in Phenix. Park, 
four stone cists were exposed’ to view, each 
enclosing an urn, within which “were calcined 
bones and ashes. ‘lhe tomb at present con- 
sists of seven stones set in the ground, three 
of which support a large coverimg: atone. 
One will also find in the grounds of tbe 
Zoological Gardens a cist, oi diminutive crom- 
lech, which was discovered some time ago 
near Chapelizod, and within which. was found 
a human skeleton. 


The Howth Cromlech. 


Inside the grounds of Howth Castle, at a 
distance of about three-quarters of a mile 
from the seashore, is situated the famous 
Howih. cromlech. It consists of ten blocks 
of quartzite rock; the covering stone is 
twenty feet long by seventeen feet broad, 
and ‘the extreme thickness is eight feet. The 
weight of this huge mass is computed st 
seventy tons. It ig, indeed, a magnificent 
sight, so that Béranger a hundred years ago 
was fully justified in calling it ‘‘one of ‘tffe 
grandest of mausoleum.” 

Another fine monument mav be seen at 
Woodtown, two miles from Rathfam.ham—a 
cromlech which Mr. Borlase considered to 
be “one of the most magnificent megalithic 
monuments in the world.”’ 

Other fine examples in County Dublin’ are 
the Brennanstown cromlech and the Glen- 
southwell cromlech, at the foot of the Three- 
Rock Mountain.

ealled Athens 


of the :name. 
situation: in the central plain of Attica, sur- 
rounded .by hills or lofty mountains on every 
side: bat’ the’ south—where it is open to the 
sea—and to,the gorgeous rosy and purple tints 
in. which they are hed. by the rising or 
settang: sun.- I. remember once watching the 
sunset ‘from.

The Acropolis. 


The Pirwus is the port of disembarkation for 
Athens, which. one can reach -by road or rail. 
I chose the former method, but it is a long, 
hot, and dusty drive of two hours. The first 
glimpse ‘of the Acropolis—and in that clear 
atmosphere one can see from a great distance 
—causes ‘a distinct feeling of disappointment. 
A nearer view, however. soon dispels the feel- 
ing, and that ancient hill fortress, with its 
marvellous collection of buildings, casts a 
glamour over one. There is first the 
Prophylaea, “by which we enter, then “the 
Parthenon, facing us in majestic ruin, and 
the Erechtheum, containing several shrines, 
notably. that of. Erechtheus and Poseidon. 


The Areopagaus. 


Athens ,is.very, rich in Classical relics and 
ruina of the past, but to me the chief interest 
centred round the Areopagus, or Mar s Hill, 
where St. Paul sicod and delivered his 
famous, address to ‘“‘Ye Men of. Athens,” 
quoting, with his exquisite tact, one of their 
own poets, Aratus, a native of Tareus, where 
the Apostle himself was bor. And as I 
stood on that spot of .sacred memories, a 
little .Greek girl, who had, followed’ me. for 
some time, spoke to.me in the language of 
St. Paul,: using as a prelude his .favourite 
phrase, ‘‘ Ses parakalo,”. which we usually 
translate. by “I -heseech, ‘exhort, you, 
but .which is the modern equivalent for ‘It 
you please.” After hearing Greek spoken in 
the. Greek capita], it is impossible to think 
of, it.as one,of the dead lauguages. 

Standing on Mars Hill, the eye. wanders 
across to the traditional site of the prison of 
Socrates, and in thought we link together 
Socrates. and St.. Paul, divided in time by 
over: four. hundred years, yet both martyrs 
for the. truih—both, ‘according to~ the tra- 
ditiona) pictates of them, extraordinarily alike 
in faco and figure, ag small, plain, baid- 
headed men: and both having Jeft an‘impress, 
- indelible. and: tinsurpassable, the one on the 
world:.of, politics and letters, and the other 
on the -world-of religion and morals. 


Greek Manners. 


The' ideal way to see Athens is to wander 
abous with a-friend and unaccémpanied by a 
guide. And here it may be remarked that 
the Greeks ate the pleasantest people in the 
world to meet in their own country, for, 
thongh'I am a fairly seasoned traveller, I can 
recall no ‘people more uniformly courteous 
They are very easy to get on 
with on this account. although it mav be 
said that their virtues lie mostiy on the sur- 
face, and in character they are untruthfol, 
uoreliable, and. ungrateful.

The Agora and Ceramicus. 


Rambling about the old quarters of Athens 
we came across the Agora, or ancient market 
place, once the scene of life and animation. 
Strolling further, we found ourselves in the 
Ceramicus, where, as its name implies, there 
was plenty of pottery and rows of monuments, 
sculptures, etc., erected in memory of the 
dead A good example of a Greek gravestone 
is one of a boy wjth his slave, his bird, cat, 
and dog.

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AFTER PIKE ON - 
‘CORRIB. 
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(BY L. HH.) 
T= angler has. a dull time during the 


winter months, unless he braves the 

elements aud has a go for pike, which 
in winter are at their best, both im 
condition for play and eating Few of as 
realise how good a pike ts to eat. He is 
covered with rich jelly fat, and at his bess 
tastes uncommonly hike a turkay. There is, 
however, an art in cooking him. 

About three years aga, when living about 
a mile from Lough Corrib, near Maam Cross, 
my wife and [ decided to walk down to the 
lake and troll for pike. Our boat was in the 
nature of a dinghy, and scarcely suitable for 
the tempestuous weather that sweeps down 
suddenly on Corrib; but, we had tested her 
pretty thoroughly’ on one or two critical occa- 
s10n8. 

We took one stout trolling rod and a couple 
of large silyer spoons, with wicked looking 
eyes, and red on one side, and wire traces. 
The latter are necessary for pike, as they 
have a habit of snapping gut traces with their 
teeth. The walk down the mountain side 
had its incidents, one occurring at a plank 
bridge, without rails, over a roaring torrént. 
It is not pleasant to walk over such a bridge, 
two planks wide. when foaming water roars 
helow. However, we cot across that bridge, 
after. considerable argument. and not a little 
persuasion, on my part. 


Taking Ground. 


We found the little boat all right io her 
nook, but it was quite clear that she had been 
used by poteen-runners, who are numerons in 
that locality. The lake appeared in friendly 
mood, not much more than a ripple disturbing 
its surface. We made at once for the shore 
opposite Lord Iveagh’s beautiful lodge at 
Doon. Taking the corner of a reef too closely 
we were temporarily delighted to hear the reel 
beginning to roar. The expert fisherman can 
tell at once when “ground” has been taken.

Hovever well you knock year 
pike on the head those big jaws of his seem 
to go on working with surprising strength, 
and great care has to be taken if one does 
not want a very unpleasant bite. The pike 
weifhed Qlbs., and was in grand conditien. 

Nothing else touched our bait till we got 
below Butler's farm, and, as the Jake seemed 
trustworthy, we decided to cross to Doon and 
troll along the wooded ‘shore there. Alas, tne 
wind got up with its usual rapidity, and ‘when 
near Doon Church the white horses were com- 
ing freely from Barrett's Mountain. We made 
up our minds to dodge across to our moorings, 
still leaving the spoon ont. The little cockle 
shell was soon being flung about in amazing 
manner, and it was ever a case of swinging 
her head round to iace big waves. Our minds 
were intent on safety, and the frequent 
douches of water were wetting us frequently, 
when the reel began to screech as the line went 
out at feaytul pace 


A Whopper. 


My companion took up the rod and shoated 
that something enormons was on. Shouting 
directions, I kept plodding on with the 
paddles, almost cursing the fish that swallowed 
the bait at such an inopportune time. Per- 
sonally, we saw the pike jump, and he looked 
a veritable ''whopper. ” Then the keenness of 
the angler returned, and I continued shouting 
directions: ‘‘Let him have line!’ ‘‘New wind 
in *’’ “We'll bring him over to our score, ' and 
so on.

By a Former Resident. 


N view of the fact that a large namber of 
| ambitious people, both ex-Service men 
and others. may, aa a result of trade de- 
pression and for other reasons, contemplate 
early migration to the Colonies, and be anxious 
to make the necessary arrangements ‘n the 
near future, perhaps some genuine informa- 
tion from a succeasful '' Western” farmer, who 
is contemplating a return to Canada, may be 
useful to both experienced and partly expe- 
rienced Mfrish farmers. together with pon- 
“agriculturists ” who intend to settle in the 
Western provinces. 

The “ West” comprises the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, and British 
Columbia; in the latter province the climate 
is somewhat similar. td that of the British. 
Those who can afford the extra expense from 
the Fast to the West will be rewarded 
eventually. Some ‘‘old country” folk may 
still be under the erroneous impression that 
the Canadian winter is unbearable; that idea 
has long since exploded. The temperatare, 
undoubtedly, falls below zero, but, as com- 
pared .with our winter, there is a dry cold, 
and the brilliant sunshine renders the winters 
surprisingly pleasant. 

Canada is a farming country; there are in 
the West alone tremendous tracts of farming 
land of great potential fertility.as ¢et uncul- 
tivated. Last summer's record yield of grain 
crops in the “ Prarie. Provinces” on h 
irrigated and non-irrigated ‘land speeks for 
itself. As these Western provinces alone 
embrace an acreage -of over one million square 
miles, and the Western country. is Amder- 
populated, there are tremendous possibilities 
of future development. | 

Prospective '' well-to-do"’ settlers fronld be 
advised to settle on irrigable land or purchase 
irrigated farma, which are remarkably cheap, 
in preference to engaging in dry or ordinary 
farming, which has its own distinctive fea- 
tures. Newcomers without any knowledge of 
British or ene yaa em seppetbosy 
especially those possessing lim/fed capital, 
should acquire their knowledge’ ally, and 
at the same time increase their ee 


during. the revolution the damaged towers 
were, as fat as possible, put into repair, and 
securely sealed, by order of the Council of 
People's Commissaries.

Bat in the Kremlin, the centre of 
the Government, the bells of those twenty-one 
churches were silenced and their lights 
extinguished. These churches of the Tasars, 
with all the glory of their past history, 
dating from the time of John (Ivan) the 
Terrible, stand .today white, empty, 
meaningless. 

The late. Tsar disliked the Kremlin and 
had not lived in it for twenty years. He 
preferred .Petrograd, and passed his time 
betweeti the Winter Palace and his beautifu! 
castle, Tsarskoys Seloe. Lenin, when taking 
over the Government of Russie, moved into 
the official residence of the Tsars, and the 
Kremlin became once more what it was iP 
the days of Peter the Great, the centre of all 
authority. 


Moving the Spoil. 


Last summer the churches of the Kremlin 
were opened, not for the purpose of divine 
worship, but for the removal of the vast 
wealth they contained, which was to be used 
for the victims of the famine. No one knows 
the exact amount of valuables yielded up by 
those churches, but when one considera that 
in every Russian church there are dozens of 
ikons, all ornamented with diamonds, many 
with two sets, one for week days and a 
second for church holidays, one can form 
some idea of the wealth stored away in the 
Tsar's places of worship. 

The silver taken from one 
weighed 224 poods (a pood weighs 40'ba.) 
end 60 Ibs. of gold. Thousands of boxes 
filled with gold, silver, and precious stones 
were found, many of which had been lying 
in those churches for 600 yeata, and of which 
the Tear himself was probably not aware. 
Apart from those, there were paintings and 
antiquities enough to farnish a fair sized 
museum. 


A Siloer Shrine. 


By order of Trotsky and Kalinin, Governor 
of Moscow, a special commission, composed 
of the highest authorities on art, was sent 
round to all the churches, both in the Kremlin 
and other parts of Russia, to inspect all the 
treasures before they were broken up or 
melted. Works of high artistic value were 
spared, such, for instance, as the um 
wrought silver shrine in the Kazen Cathedral, 
Petrograd, weighing 40 -poods, which was 
placed intact in the Ermitage Museum, ae 
were also the famous gilded doors of the 
Blagovyetchensky Cathedral. I did not hear 
what became of the beautiful model in purest 
gold of the St. Isaac’s Cathedral, Petrograd, 
measuring 4 feet long (which no woman was 
allowed to approach). I hope its artistic 
value recommended it for preservation. i 

In 181? the: French Army invaded the 
Kremlin. and looted, inter alia, the heavy 
wold and «liver chandeliers, weighing a 
thousand ponnds, which were presented to the 
Tear by the Cossacks. This time the Kremlin 
ig being despoiled for 2 more worthy purpose,

Ecclesiastical Art. 


Ruscian eccléwiagtical art is very different 
from that of Western Europe. A Jiberal use 
of gold, silver, and jewels was evidently 
thonght, like charity, to cover a multitude of 
harbaric and artistic sins. The church where 
the Rosal marriages were celebrated was, both 
n the architecture aad decoration, in. better 
teste. It wae built by a colony of Italians, 
brought to Russia specially for the purpose, 
ae was also the Cathedral of St. Isaacs in 
Petrozrad. .This beautiful building, built on 
the model of St. Peter’s, Rome, stands out im 
striking contrast to the other Eastern, half- 
Moslem, piaces of worsnip. 

The Winter Palace, the official residence of 
the Tsars in Petrograd, is a much iees pre- 
tentious affair than the Kremlin. Any archi- 
tectural beauty is possesses ia effectively dis- 
guised by the ugly, dingy, terra-cotta colour- 
ing now much disfigured with bullet marks. 
Its treasures are also virtually unlimited, ‘but 
owing to ite unptotected situation very much 
was etolen during the revolution. It has now 
been transformed intb a museum, to which the 
nblic are admitted twice a week. The late 
Tsar, or, as he ie now called Nikolai 
Romanoff, seems to be as completely forgotten 
as his forefathers, the Raricks.

I was shown over the Winte: 
dreary winter evening by an official. 1 stood 
the late Tsar, and I let my imagination play 
around the romance and tragedy of kings in 
general, and the Romanoffs in particular. Who 
would have thought that the Russian veasantry 
would have soon forgotten their “ little 
father” Officials were busy in the corridors 
and different .rooma cataloguing the trea- 
sures, just as the typewriters were «lickine 
in the State apartments of the Kremli 
Ste transit gloria munds.

i. cremations in Great Britain. Those of 

us who remember the fierce outcry 
which wes raised more than forty years 
azo, when the idea was first mooted, may wel! 
be astonished at the remarkebie and ever- 
increasing impetus which the process has re- 
coived from the cremation of the bodies of 
such well-known names as the Duchess oí 
Connaught, Lord Fisher, Herbert Spencer, Siz 
Henry Irving, and others of equal note. . 

As a means of disposing of dead bodies 
cremation is undoubtedly far more sanitary 
and convenient than burial. The vast accomu- 
lation of dead bodiee in the crowded cities 
presants a serious problem to fhe medical 
authorities of these places. These dead bodies 
give off gases which are transferred to the 
atmosphere, with injurious results to the com- 
munity. Up to the present graveyards have 
been mainly on the outskirte of towns and 
cities, but owing to the great increase in 
house-building since the war these graveyards 
will tend to mvade apon the new residential 
uarters, with very serious consequences [or 
the oceupante. 

In 1874 the Cremation Society was formed 
for the purpose of remedying aa evil which it 
was fel would soon develop into a very 
serious menace to society. For many years 
their eflorta to have their process made legal 
were unavailing. 

In 1885 the frat public cremation toot place 
in Wales, when a man performed a cremation 
on the body of his child. Legal proceedings 
were adopted against him, but the judge de- 
clared cremation to be perfectly lega!, pro- 
vided that no nuisance was caused thereby. 
From this onwards the ress of cremation 
was rapid, thoagh the Home (Office refused to 
give the process legal acknowledgment. It- 
chief objection was that cremation of dearc 
bodies would effectively remove al! traces of 
poison or vidlence that might have ceused the 
death of the subject. To counter this the Council 
of the Cremation Society decided to adopt a 
very stringent inquiry mto the cause of the 
death of aabject to be cremated, the result 
of which to be submitted to the President 

i by him before cremation 
ce, and this course bas ever 


since been followed.

A Striking Figure. 


There is no more remarkable or more 
striking figure in the history of the ancient 
game than Old Tom. Nor is there ever likely 
to be. Mr. John Ball, Mr. Horace Hutchin- 
son, Mr. Harold Hilton, Mr. Freddy Tait, 
Mr. Edward Blackwell, Mr. Jo 
Ferguson, Willie Park, Andrew 
W. Avuchterlonie, James Braid, 

Taylor, Alex Herd, and Harry 
don—these are names to con jure 
with in Golf; but when even the greatest of 
these, Harry Vardon, will have been for- 
gotten, the memory of Old Tom Morris will 
be revered wherever golf is played. 

Old Tom has left tt on record that he was 
born at St. Andrews, in North street, “] 
mind,’’\five years after Allan Robertson, who 
first saw the light in 1815; that he becan 
to play golf “in reality ' when he was about 
six or seven vears of age, and continued to 
do so for well over seventy years. When 
his great friend Allan died in 1859, Old Tom, 
who astribed his remarkable success as a 
golfer to the beneficent influence exercised 
on him by his first employer, succeeded him 
at St. Andrews. Here he played golf and 

«de feathery and gutta balls until he 
thirty years of age, at which period he left 
the Royal and Ancient Club to take up an 
appointment at Prestwick, returning to St. 
Andrews from Prestwick in 1864. Thereaiter 
he lived at St, Andrews without a break, 
and when he “holed ont ” in the local church- 
yard it was to go down in golfing history 
as the most notable golfer of all time, "

Tom’s Story. 

The story of Tom Morris a life, written 
by himself, in the quaint style of the unedu- 
cated Scotsman (‘‘not very much schooling 
did we get in those days,” he admitted), 
makes most interesting reading. He relates 
his early exploits with club and ball, tells. us 
that when he and his playmates could 
not get “even an old ball ” they were glad to 
play with a piece of ore, and, LEAN lets 
us into the secret that even in those far-off 
days the balls were quite as dear as when 
he told his story in 1907, the featheries then 
costing half-a-crown. The history of the early 
days of the R. and A. Club is, in one respect, 
somewhat similar to the history of our own 
Royal Dublin Club, the original *‘ club- 
house ” of which was a small hut, which the 
pioneers of golf in the Irish capital erected 
in the Phenix Park. Up to 1842 there was 
no accommodation whatever for the members 
of the R. and A. at St Andrews; then a 
small one-storsy house was rented by the 
Provost of St. Andrews, and it served its pur- 
pose until 1854, when the building of the 
present chubhouse was commenced. A con- 
temporary of Old Tom's was Willie Park, 
the Musselburgh celebrity, against whom Tom 
played his first “big” money match, which 
was decided over the Prestwick, Musselburgh. 
North Berwick, and St. Andrews Links, and 
which Tom won. In those dgys the big money 
matches were oftener counted-by greens than 
by holes, and it was the St. Andrews 
veteran’s boast that his foursome for £200, in 
which he was partnered by Allan Roberteon, 
against the Dunns, of Musse! 
last of the important matches “playe 
greens. The mpionship Belt—played for 
at Prestwick from 1860 to 1870—was the 
biggest thing in golf competitions when old 
Tom was at his zenith. He won it four times 
(1861, 1862, 1864, and 1867), and Willis Park 
sueceeded three times (1860, 1865, and 1866). 
Subsequently Tom’s son, Tommy—“ Young 
Tom ”—won the Belt three times running—in 
1868, 1869, and 1870—end it thus became his 
property, and was never played for again. the 
Open Championship being instituted in 1872. 
It was Old Tom’s proudest boast that the Belt 
occupied an honoured place in his house, and 
that in his eyes it was absolutely priceless. 
Like father hke son, and so it came about 
that his two sons, Tommy and Jimmy. held 
the record for the world-famious creen. the 
former holing it in 77 in 1866 aud Jimmy 
doing a 77 in 1877. ‘ 


Another Scotsman. 


Another notability of the old school of colf 
was Robert Ferguson, the Open Champion of 
1880, 1881, and 1882. He also was a Scotsman. 
born in Musselburgh in 1848, and when he 
made his début in the game as a forecaddie 
he was, he tells us, not more than eicht vears 
old. The duties of a forecaddie in Bob 
Ferguson's time were quite different to those 
of his successor at courses like Portru 
where all the forecaddie has to do is to sta 
at the top of a sandhill, red flag in hand. 
signal to those on the tee “ail clear 
‘“‘Bob’s” remuneration ag forecaddie was i 
shillings daily, and a cheese sand-:wich cost 
tourpence. The work, he has told us,
